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PREFACE 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  36th  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1970  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  5(3)  and  15(3)  of  the 
Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1959. 

The  population  remains  just  under  23,000  continuing  the  trend  over  the  last  5 years. 

The  number  of  births  increased  by  7 and  deaths  by  46  from  last  year.  The  net  result 
being  no  natural  increase  as  an  equal  number  of  births  and  deaths  was  recorded 
during  the  year.  6 infant  deaths  occurred  in  1970  as  compared  with  none  last  year. 

The  infant  mortality  in  Kerrier  is  slightly  higher  than  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Heart  Disease  accounted  for  40%  of  total  deaths  in  the  general  population.  The  pro- 
portion of  total  deaths  due  to  cancer  has  fallen  from  22%  to  18%  and  the  proportion 
of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  the  total  cancer  death  rate  has  fallen  from  22%  to  16%. 
The  stillbirth  rate  is  the  same  as  last  year  but  remains  higher  than  for  England  and  Wales. 

Mr.  Colley's  report  in  the  sections  on  Housing,  Environmental  and  Food  Hygiene  re- 
cords continuing  progress  in  this  routine  but  very  important  work  of  the  Health  De- 
partment. Reference  to  the  table  on  page  25  shows  that  the  bulk  of  investigations 
were  dealing  with  housing  improvements,  meat  inspection,  sampling  of  water  supplies 
and  public  health  nuisances. 

Factory  farming  has  been  steadily  increasing  in  the  last  few  years.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  largest  poultry  unit  in  Kerrier  began  operating  new  plant  for  disposal  of 
manure.  This  caused  an  obnoxious  smell  and  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  owner 
investigations  were  commenced  into  means  of  reducing  the  smell  complaint.  It  is 
likely  that  the  rate  of  growth  of  modern  systems  of  keeping  laying  hens  will  con- 
tinue, but  such  large  units  cannot  be  acceptable  in  a rural  community  unless  their 
development  in  size  is  matched  with  an  equally  efficient  method  of  smell  control. 

At  the  end  of  1969  a meeting  was  held  between  the  Chairman  and  the  Group 
Secretary  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  representatives  from  the 
Sanitary  Authorities  to  explore  the  possibility  of  holding  such  meetings  at  regular 
intervals.  The  matters  discussed  related  to  hospital  management  and  district  council 
functions.  At  the  initial  meeting  the  programme  for  hospital  development  in  West 
Cornwall  was  outlined.  Two  further  meetings  took  place  in  1970  and  the  following 
matters  which  affected  Helston  and  district  were  discussed: 

1.  Problems  of  contacting  G.P's  for  treatment  of  emergency  cases  at  Helston 
Cottage  Hospital.

(f)  Ambulance  Service  — Section  27 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service  from  Tolvean  Depot, 
Redruth  carried  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights  and  at  week-ends  cover  is  given  by 
voluntary  ambulance  crew  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  at  Helston,  using  their 
own  ambulance. 

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  — Section  28 

(i)  Nursing  equipment 

Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring  after  care  are  treated  by  the  Home 
Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Sick  room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles 
bedpans,  bed  rests,  air  cushions,  mattresses,  rubber  sheeting  can  be  had  on  loan. 

(ii)  Hospital  — After  Care 

The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liases  with  the  hospital  staffs.  Background 
reports  of  home  and  social  conditions  are  made  available  to  the  medical  staff  and 
advance  requests  are  made  for  home  nursing,  home  help,  or  supervisory  visits  which 
the  patient  may  require  on  discharge. 

(iii)  Mental  Health  and  Welfare  Workers 

To  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  12  Mental  Health 
and  Welfare  Workers  and  6 Family  Welfare  Workers  work  in  the  Kerrier  Rural 
District.  The  Family  Welfare  Workers  devote  their  time  to  problem  families. 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act.  1960,  the  Mental  Health  and  Welfare  Officer  provide 
for  admission  to  hospital  to  all  mentally  ill  patients,  and  mentally  sub  normal  per- 
sons, and  their  subsequent  after  care  and  rehabilitation  in  the  community. 
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(iv)  Long  Stay  Immigrants 

Medical  arrangements  for  immigrants  include  the  offer  of  an  x-ray  of  the  chest  and 
the  registration  of  the  person  and  his  family  with  a family  doctor.  Most  immigrants 
in  the  Rural  District  are  food  handlers  employed  for  a number  of  months  each  year 
in  the  hotel  business.  No  notifications  of  incoming  immigrants  were  received  during 
the  year. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  — Section  29 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  75  cases  were  being  served  by  a Home  Help,  12  cases 
by  a Home  Aid  and  6 cases  by  Neighbourly  Helps.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Home 
Help  Cases  had  decreased  by  7,  Home  Aid  cases  increased  by  3 whilst  Neighbourly 
Help  cases  remained  the  same.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases 
assisted  during  the  year:

7.  Voluntary  Bodies 

The  Lizard  Old  Persons  Welfare  Committee  commenced  a Meals  on  Wheels  service 
for  12  persons  in  November.  This  is  the  first  complete  service  to  be  started  in  the  Rural 
District,  although  on  occasions  the  services  run  in  Falmouth  and  Helston  have  supplied 
cases  in  the  Rural  District.

The  Council's  cesspool  emptiers  in  use  have  a capacity  of  1,100  gallons  each  and 
were  first  registered  on  the  3rd  August  1965  (DAF  72C)  and  the  7th  January  1969 
(PR  L 423G) . A number  of  people  with  old  defective  drainage  systems  have  sought 
advice,  which  has  been  readily  given,  resulting  in  new  drainage  disposal  systems 
being  provided  to  avoid  nuisances  and  frequent  emptyings.

RODENT  CONTROL 

There  has  been  no  major  infestations  requiring  action  but  the  steady  flow  of  requests 
for  treatment  continued.  The  Council  has  a trained  operator  for  this  purpose  who 
works  on  rodent  control,  disinfection  and  general  duties. 

On  the  29th  June  the  sewage  systems  of  Ruan  Minor,  Cadgwith  and  The  Lizard  were 
successfully  treated  against  rats.  During  the  period  23rd  November  - 4th  December 
the  systems  of  Constantine,  Mullion,  St.  Keverne,  Mabe,  Praze  and  Nancegollan  were 
also  treated,  plus  a further  test  baiting  of  the  Ruan  Minor,  Cadgwith  and  The  Lizard 
systems.  The  evidence  of  rats  was  small  due  to  regular  (half-yearly)  and  successful 
treatments  having  been  carried  out  in  previous  years. 

The  Local  Authority  has  continued  to  be  responsible  for  the  control  of  rodents  at 
the  R.N.A.S.  at  Culdrose.  This  was  requested  by  the  Captain  of  Culdrose  and  is  re- 
chargeable.

During  the  year  4 unlicenced  abandoned  vehicles  were  removed  by  a car  crushing 
plant  operator,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  following  statutory  procedure  under  the 
above  Act.  Reports  on  a further  4 were  made  for  possible  removal  in  the  New  Year. 

LIFEGUARD,  SURF  LIFESAVING  CLUBS  AND  EQUIPMENT 
GUNWALLOE  (CHURCH  COVE) 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  M.E.  Lawrence,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Gunwalloe  Surf  Life- 
saving Club  for  the  following  report: 

"The  Club  operated  six  man  patrols  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays  from 
Whitsun  to  the  end  of  September.  During  this  period  a number  of  minor  incidents 
took  place  and  two  full  scale  rescues  were  carried  out  — one  by  free  swim  and  one  by 
reel,  line  and  belt.  The  totals  now  stand  at  74  sea  rescues  and  22  cliff  rescues  since 
the  Club's  formation.  In  one  of  the  current  season's  rescues  Oxygen  was  administered 
in  the  first  aid  room  and  the  patient  later  transferred  to  hospital.  The  usual  amount 
of  first  aid  was  given  for  cuts,  etc.  and  a number  of  wandering  small  children  were 
restored  to  their  parents. 
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The  Ladies  team  was  narrowly  beaten  into  second  place  at  the  Championships  held 
at  Bantham  and  in  The  National  Championships  the  men's  Junior  team  became 
Champions  of  Great  Britain  by  winning  the  R.  & R.  event  and  also  won  the  Belt 
Race  and  March  Past. 

Before  the  1971  season  the  Club  is  hoping  to  raise  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a new 
reel,  a new  lightweight  rescue  ski  and  a modern  Oxygen  Resuscitator." 

POLURRIAN  BEACH,  MULLION 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.J.  Willey,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Mullion  Surf  Lifesaving  Club 
for  the  following  report: 

"Polurrian  Beach,  Mullion  was  patrolled  during  the  summer  months  of  1970  by  the 
Mullion  S.L.S.C.  at  weekends  fromthe  hours  10.30  a.m.  to  6.00  p.m.  The  patrol 
strength  was  never  less  than  six  members  and  the  following  incidents  were  dealt  with 
on  the  beach; 


1 Reel  Line  & Belt  Rescue 
1 Free  Swim  Rescue 

The  above  was  a double  rescue  where  a man  and  wife  were  in  extreme  difficulties  on 
the  right  hand  side  of  the  beach  where  rip  currents  are  frequent.  Treatment  for  shock 
was  given. 

1 Back  Injury 

The  local  Doctor  was  summoned  when  a youth  injured  his  back  whilst  on  the  beach. 
He  was  made  comfortable  in  the  Club  H.Q.  until  the  Doctor's  arrival. 

There  were  no  fatalities  and  many  minor  incidents  including  cuts,  bruises  etc.  were 
dealt  with. 

Membership  increased  before  the  1970  season  sufficiently  to  have  a full  Junior  Team 
trained  efficiently  in  Beach  Rescue  Techniques.  This  addition  greatly  assisted  our 
Senior  Members  in  effectively  patrolling  Polurrian  Beach  and  the  Juniors  were  present 
and  took  part  in  the  pre-mentioned  rescue.  A Junior  Team  has  been  sadly  lacking  in 
the  Club  for  a number  of  years  and  keeness  and  willingness  which  these  local  boys 
have  shown  has  done  much  to  boost  the  ego  of  the  Club. 

New  equipment  will  have  to  be  purchased  for  the  1971  season  and  we  hope  to  have 
a new  Beach  H.Q.  where  equipment  can  be  kept  safely,  patients  cared  for  correctly 
and  members  have  privacy  in  which  to  change  into  their  beach  gear. 

Club  funds  which  have  been  dwindling  as  of  late  were  increased  due  to  many  Social 
activities  such  as  the  Dinner  & Dance  held  at  the  Polurrian  Hotel  and  due  to  its 
success  is  to  be  made  an  annual  event. 

Training  has  been  carried  on  during  the  winter  months  with  intention  of  entering  a 
team  into  Competitions  which  always  creates  added  interest  and  sharpens  ability. 
Perhaps  Mullion  S.L.S.C.  may  even  be  seen  in  the  1971  National  Championships". 
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PRAA SANDS 


I am  indebted  to  Mrs.  P.A.  Rudlin,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Praa  Sands  Surf  Lifesaving 
Club  for  the  following  report: 

"Fortunately,  weather  and  sea  conditions  have  been  generally  good  this  season,  and 
there  have  been  no  sea  incidents  reported  by  the  Club  Captain,  Jonathon  Austin. 

First  Aid  has  been  given  on  several  occasions,  and  lost  children  have  been  returned  to 
their  parents. 

Because  of  the  small  number  of  Active  Members,  the  accent  has  been  on  the  main- 
tenance of  Patrols  to  protect  people  using  the  beach,  and  advise  them  when  necessary. 
No  competitions  or  demonstrations  have  been  held.  The  Club  aims  to  improve  this 
area  of  its  activities  during  the  1971  season,  building  onto  the  basic  training  given 
once  a week  in  the  past  summer. 

Winter  training  continued  at  the  Budock  Vean  Hotel  swimming  pool,  with  the  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Clare  Allan.  The  following  Active  Members  took,  and  passed  Royal 
Life  Saving  Society  Exams  on  February  26th  1970: 

S.  Read  and  N.  Upham  — Award  of  Merit 
S.  Fischer  and  J.  Austin  — Bronze  Medallion 
A.  Read  — Intermediate  Certificate 

The  Spring  training  weekend  was  held  at  Barton  Hall  on  April  17th  - 19th,  and  was 
attended  by  Mr.  & Mrs.  A.  Allan  and  N.  Upham,  J.  Austin  and  M.  Griffiths  took  the 
Board  Riding  course,  and  all  enjoyed  a successful  and  useful  weekend. 

Additional  rescue  equipment,  to  supplement  the  Club's  present  store,  has  been  under 
consideration  for  some  time.  Because  of  the  length  of  the  beach,  and  the  concentration 
of  Patrol  areas  at  the  western  end  only,  the  Eastern  end,  which  is  used  by  more  people 
each  year,  has  been  virtually  unprotected.  An  inflatable  rescue  boat  would  provide  a 
fast  means  of  reaching  swimmers  in  trouble,  and  the  Lifeguards  would  not  reach  the 
victims  in  such  an  exhausted  condition.  It  was  thought  that  an  R.N.L.I.  rescue  craft 
could  be  based  here,  but  this  idea  proved  impracticable,  so  after  approaching  Kerrier 
Rural  District  Council  with  the  problem,  much  progress  has  been  made,  and  we  are 
able  to  go  ahead  to  buy  an  I.R.B.,  with  the  willing  help  and  support  of  the  Council. 

We  are  particularly  indebted  to  Mr.  Colley,  who  has  been  so  helpful.  Now  we  are  to 
make  plans  to  train  our  Members  to  use  the  boat,  which  will  be  used  as  a supplement 
to  other  methods  of  life  saving,  and  not  as  a replacement". 

The  Council  employed  Lifeguards  patrolled  the  beach  on  a 7 day  week  (10  a.m.  to 
6.00  p.m.  basis)  from  1st  June  1970  to  the  26th  September  1970.  The  Senior  Life- 
guard was  Mr.  A.  Pugh  who  was  assisted  to  Mr.  A. A.  Baker. 

The  Council  also  employed  2 additional  Lifeguards  on  a 5Y2  day  week  (Monday  to 
Saturday  noon)  from  1st  July  1970  to  31st  August  1970.  These  Lifeguards  were  Mr. 
N.J.  Robson  and  Mr.  S.L.  James. 

During  the  summer  official  Lifeguards  made  7 rescues,  2 by  free  swimming,  1 by 
surf  ski  and  4 by  malibu  board.  There  were  no  fatalities. 
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17  people  were  given  aid  for  cuts,  stings  etc.  and  3 referred  to  hospital. 

POLDHU 

The  Council  employed  Lifeguards  patrolled  the  beach  on  a 7 day  week  (10  a.m.  to 
6.00  p.m.  basis)  from  29th  June  1970  to  19th  September  1970.  The  Senior  Life- 
guard was  Mr.  T.W.  Lamerton  who  was  assisted  by  Mr.  J.L.  Taylor  and,  from  the  6th  - 
19th  September  by  Mr.  N.O.  Glover. 

During  the  summer  one  rescue  was  made  by  the  Lifeguards;  this  was  by  free  swim- 
ming. There  was  one  fatality. 

Numerous  people  were  given  aid  for  cuts,  stings,  etc.

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Milk  Sampling 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations,  1959,  the  County  Sampling  Officer  carries 
out  the  routine  programme  of  milk  sampling  of  Producer/Retailers  licenced  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  At  the  end  of  1970  there  were  25  Producer/ 
Retailers  in  the  Rural  District.  Bulk  milk  samples  were  taken  from  100  herds  and  on 
40  occasions  samples  from  all  the  animals  in  the  herd  were  taken.  In  3 herds  in- 
fection with  Brucellosis  was  found.  After  the  infected  animals  had  been  removed 
from  the  herd,  further  sampling  was  carried  out  for  a three  month  period  before 
bulk  sampling  was  resumed.

GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

Few  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  during  the  year.  Streptococcal  Infection 
was  prevalent  showing  itself  as  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Impetigo  and  Tonsillitis.  The 
main  viral  disease  was  Winter  Vomiting  in  Leedstown  School  during  May.  The  largest 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  Measles,  175  cases  occurred  throughout 
the  year  with  80%  of  these  between  May  and  August.  30%  of  cases  occurred  in  each 
of  the  age  groups  1-3  years,  4-5  years  and  6-9  years. 

Brucellosis 

During  the  year  100  bulk  samples  and  40  individual  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from 
retail  producers  in  the  District.  This  disease  was  notified  in  3 herds  whose  milk 
supplies  were  diverted  for  pasteurisation  under  the  Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations. 

One  case  of  Human  Brucellosis  occurred  in  a farmer.  The  source  of  infection  was 
drinking  raw  milk. 

Under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Accreddited  Herd  Scheme, 

14  herds  in  the  Rural  District  have  been  admitted  into  the  Scheme  by  the  end  of  1970. 

Anthrax 

Under  the  Anthrax  Order  (1950)  16  notices  declaring  and  defining  infected  places 
were  received.  No  case  was  confirmed. 

Viral  Infection 

Ten  pupils  and  two  food  handlers  were  investigated  in  February  and  April  because 
of  stomach  upset.  No  pathogens  were  found  in  the  previous  school  meal  or  in  the 
food  handlers  or  scholars.  Symptoms  were  those  of  a moderate  attack  of  Winter 
Vomiting  which  settled  quickly. 

Typhoid  Fever 

In  February,  five  persons  who  were  contacts  of  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever  aboard  the 
S.S.  Oronsay  in  Vancouver  were  investigated  and  found  to  be  free  of  infection. 

Cholera 

During  the  autumn  one  person  was  kept  under  surveillance,  having  returned  from  an 
area  where  Cholera  cases  had  occurred.  No  evidence  of  infection  was  found. 

Ringworm 

In  November  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  notified  of  cases  of  Ringworm  in  4 
school  children  at  the  Lizard.  Investigations  revealed  that  12  persons  in  7 families 
had  had  lesions  over  the  past  6 weeks.  The  source  of  the  infection  was  3 kittens 
from  an  infected  litter.  No  farm  animals  were  implicated. 
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Salmonella  Infection 

A case  of  Salmonella  Enteriditis  was  notified  in  July  in  a person  in  contact  with 
children.  All  close  family  and  school  contacts  were  found  to  be  free  of  infection. 
The  source  of  the  infection  was  not  found.  The  patient  became  a carrier  for  a 
period  of  11  weeks,  following  an  initial  course  of  antibiotic  at  the  beginning  of  the 
illness.  Household  contacts  remained  free  of  infection. 

Rubella 

In  the  Spring  arrangements  were  made  for  the  first  time  to  protect  13  year  old  girls 
in  Secondary  Schools  against  this  disease.  This  protection  will  be  given  annually  and 
the  aim  must  be  to  have  all  girls  protected  as  they  commence  their  Secondary  edu- 
cation.
